Cause: Lightning

Current Situation: This fire is burning in extremely rugged terrain. Smoke is
occasionally visible from Pine Valley and Central.

Fire management officials have been
closely monitoring this fire since it

was first reported. The fire is being
managed under a confine and contain
¥. approach, which sets limits on the

¢ | fire’s growth. Potential for large
growth of this fire is low because of

y fire conditions and its location. If the

fire grows, suppression will begin
before the fire reaches 100 acres.
